The recently amended rules and reg- 
ulations of the Quincy Water Compa- 
ny which went into effect July Ist are 
making quite a little stir among the 
water takers, and should the company 
attempt to enforce them we have but 
littie doubt but what many subscribers 
will, as they have privately expressed 
to us, discontinue the use of the same. 

The change affects only those who 


use hose. The price previous to July 


1 was five dollars a year, with the priv- 


ilege of using it two hours a day, and 
at any part of the day, the only re 
striction being that it should be through 
a one-quarter inch nozzle Now, the 
Water Company, who bave secured 
nearly five hundred takers, make new 
rules and not only do they double the 
price for hose sprinkling, but they also 
say at what hours in the day the sub- 
scribers shall use the same, as laid 
down in the following note on sprink- 
ling 

‘Use of hose by hand only, at this 
rate ($10), limited to a quarter-inch 
nozzle, used not exceeding two hours 
per day—one-half hour between six 
and eight a. M.; one-half hour between 
12 mw. andilr. m., and one hour be- 
tween $6 and 5 P. ™ 

When used in connection with dwel- 


ling house or other rated use, the price 


will however remain as now, $5 
Further on in the rules and regulations 
the use is still further restricted, for 
number nine says 

**The use of hose must be confined 
to the purposes named in the applica- 
tion, and to the premises of the taker 
and one-half the street immediately 
bordering such premises. The hose is 
to be used by hand only and not adjus- 
ted upon temporary supports of any 
kind.”’ 

We have heard people say this week,

Cooling the Cellars. 


A great mistake is sometimes made 
in ventilating cellars and milk houses, 
The object of ventilation is to keep the 
cellars cool-and dry, but this object 
often fails of being accomplished by a 
common mistake, and instead, the cel- 
lar is made both warm and damp. A 
coo! place should never be ventilated, 
unless the air admitted is cooler than 
the within, or is at least as cool as 
that, litle warmer. The 
warmer the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. Necessarily, the 
cooler the air, the more this moisture 
is condensed and precipitated. When a 
cool cellar is aired on a warm day, the 
entering air being in motion appears 
cool; but as it fills the cellar, the cooler 
air with which it becomes mixed chills

The Greatest Curse. 

“The greatest curse of manufacturing 
towns is the grogshop; it is the source of 
nine-tenths of the poverty and the misery of 
factory people.” Such was the first sentence 
of aman who has had a third of a century | 
of iutimate relations with the factory people | 
in our largest manufacturing city when asked | 
what was the greatest obstacle in the way of | 
the prosperity and the well-being of the work 
people in our factories. “For the most part | 
they are a prudent people,” he continued, 

*but intemperance keeps many of them in | 
| Poverty, because they cannot resist the 
| temptation to drink; and when they once | 
begin there is no stopping until the Last cent | 
is gone.” “Ie there no remedy?" the man | 
was asked. “Yes,” was his reply; “ intem-| 
perance is the result of the hopeless condition 
of the factory people for a hundred years in 
Great Britain. Poor food, scant clothing 
and squalid homes lead to universa! drinking. 
| The remedy is in good food, decent clothing 

and decent houses and intelligence. There | 
is no other, unless places of entertainment 
under wholesome intluences are set up to off- | 
set the dram-shop and the saloon. The rem- 
edy is in education and particularly in early 
instruction. I look to the action of the last

A perusal of the special park 
act, passed for the town of Quincy in 
1882, will however answer that ques- 
tion in the affirmative. The act was 
submitted to our voters March 27, 1882, | 
as follows: “Art. 2—To see how the| 
town will vote on the following ques- 
tions: ‘Shall an act passed by the Leg-| 
islature of the Commonwealth in the | 
year 1882, entitled,—An act for laying 
out a public park in the town of Quincy | 
—be accepted.’’’? The town clerk's 
records show the vote to have been: 
yeas 354; nays 233. Consequently the | 
town can at its pleasure elect park | 
commissioners, and, by a two-thirds 
vote instruct said park commissioners | 
te buy lands in any part of the town. 
Below will be found sections of the act 
referred to. 

Sacr.1. The inhabitants of the town of 
Quincy may at any legal meeting called for 
the purpose elect three commissioners and 
prescribe their terms of office. Said commis-

The Coal Trade in Neponset. 


In the Fall of 1&6, just fifty years ago, Asa 
Robinson and H. W. Blanchard, carpenters, 


who occupied the wharf near Neponset bridge | 


and kept a smal! quantity of lumber for sale, 
purchased what would now be called a very 
smal! cargo of coal, about one hundred tons 
This was the first lot of coal landed at Ne- 
ponset. It was mostly sold to people in Ne- 
ponset and Quincy for fourteen dollars per 
ton, as it came from the vessel without being 
broken or screened. There was no other coal 
landed for some years, until Mr. Charles A 
Wood hired this wharf. He kept wood and 
coal until the California excitement, when he 
fitted out two vessels, mostly with building 
material, and went to the gold regions 

This wharf was occupied by several indi- 
viduals from time to time, but the principal 
firm was Preston & Curtis, who carried on 
this business for more than twenty years. 
During this time about fifty feet of the north 
end of the bridge was removed and made

pursue this study. 

Third. The tone of the books | 
should be calculated, in accordance 
with the latest teaching of scientific | 
truth, to educate the sentiment of the 
young in favor of the strictest 
jtemperance. In the presence of
